SALARY GRABS ‘IBD UP 


INJUNCTIONS: oN 
WEST TOWN SUPERVISORS. 


Writs Sued Out by Taxpayers to Re- 
strain Payment te O@icials of In- 
creased Stipends—Shannan Says the 
Advances Already Have Been Dis- 
bursed—Kiolbassa Holds Back All— 
Similar Proceedings in North Dis- 
trict Expected. 


- Injunctions were served yesterday on 
South and West Town Supervisors Shannon 
and Kiolbassa to restrain them from paying 
the increased salaries, fixed by the respec- 
tive Town boards, in favor of the Collectors, 
Supervisors, and clerks of those organiza- 
tions. The injunctions, which were sought 
at the instance of individual taxpayers, were 
granted by Judge Abner Smith of the Circuit 
Court. It is held that the Auditing board, 
consisting of the clerks and justices of the 
peace for the respective towns, exceeded 
their legal authority in granting the in- 
creased salaries. The annual stipends 
whose payment is restrained by the injunc- 
tions are, in the South Town: Collector Bar- 
nett, $10,000; Supervisor Shannon, $7,500; 
Clerk Ryan, $6,000. In the West Town the 
enjoined salaries are: Collector Cerveny, 
$8,000; Supervisor Kiolbassa, $2,000; and 
Clerk Warwick, $1,000. - 

According to Supervisor Shannon the ad- 
vance agreed on at the snap meeting of 
the Auditing board of the South Town al- 
ready has been paid, and if such be the case 
the only recourse to compel refunding is by 
law. Supervisor Peter Kiolbassa of the 
West Town declares that no advance has 
been made on account of salary due his col- 
leagues, and that none will be made pending 
the injunction proceedings. 4 

It is expected tha’ similar proceedings will 
be brought against the North Town organi: 
zation today, and that action of a like kind 
will follow against officials of Lake View, 
Hyde Park, Lake, Jefferson, and other town 
organizations within the limits of the civic 
municipality,

- MacDonald, with the 
Highland brigade, had not long to walt at 
Koodoosberg before being attacked, His 
position on the important drift over the Riet 
River, severing the Boer commandos to 
the south of the river from the main force, 
rendered the enemy’s situation diffleult. On

Hoping to cut the Boers off MacDonald 
telegraphed to Modder River for cavalry, 
Four regiments with two batteries of 
tillery were sent to him.
